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EYE-WITNESS DESCRIBES 
SLAUGHTER OF NICARAGUAN | 
REBELS BY U. S. MARINES UF NIGARAGUANS 


Five American Planes With Bombs and 
Machine Guns Turned Tide Against 
Sandino’s Force in Attack on Ocotal. 


By the Associated Press. 

MANAGUA, Nicaragua, July 19. 
—A detailed account of the en- 
gagement between the American 
Marines and Nicaraguan constab- 
ulary and Gen. Sandino’s rebel] 
forces at Ocotal has been sent by 
Arnaldo Ramirez Abaunza, jefe 
politico (mayor) of Ocotal to Pres- 
ident Adolfo Diaz by air- 
plane. He describes the battle as 
one of the fiercest in the history 
of Nicaragua. 

A force of 39 Marines and 47 
members of the native constabu- 
lary was attacked by Gen. Sandino 
with about 500 men. Gen. Logan 
Feland at Managua, getting news 
of the fight from scout planes, 
sent five bombers to Ocotal. Their 
attack turned the tide in favor of 
the Americans. Sandino’s losses 
are put in Maj. Hatfield’s official 
report at 300 killed and 100 
wounded. One bomb is said to 
have killed 30 rebels. The Marines 
lost one man _ killed and one 
wounded. Sandino is in flight. 

Sandino opened fire on the city 
from all directions at 1 o'clock 
Saturday morning. There were 
shouts and cheers for Sandino and 
cries of ‘“‘Death to the Americans.” 

In the Thick of the Fight. 

“The fighting became general, 
but it soon was evident that the 
stronghold of the Americans could 
not be taken,” says Abaunza’s ao- 
count. “The constabulary fought 
bravely in Municipality Park. My 
machine guns were sending forth 
death everywhere. A Browning 
gun:-on the Comandancia closed 
Two Lewis guns 
raked the yard. American sharp- 
shooters kept the corners clear. 
Anyone so imprudent as to cross 
met death. 

“The hosts of Sandino sweep on, 
attempting to capture the park, to 
use the stone wall for protection. 
It is now daylight—the Americans 
have not retreated an inch. The 
constabulary maintain their posi- 
tions. The American sharpshcoters 
up the dead. 

“Itufo Marin falls seriously 
wounded at a corner where seven 
men have been killed. Rufo is a 
young man of good appearance ana 
the right hand of Sandino. With 
his death there is some confusion. 

“The fighting decreases aq little, 
the rebels take advantage of the 
calm and loot whatever is left to 
loot. 

“Porfirio Sanche a nd several 
of Sandino’s generals offer me 
and the director of police safety 
and protection if we surrender. I

Marine Defics Sandino. 
“Sandino remains at the en- 
the city directing the 
movement of his troops.

“The captain and his gallant | 


men are fighting like lions. The 
fighting continues. 

“It is 10 a. m. Two airplanes 
are secn. They fly low and fire 
on Sandino’s forces, and fly away. 
We all know they will come back 
with more bombs and planes, and 
the people’ become frightened. 
Non-combatants ask me to speak 
to Sandino, requesting him to re- 
tire for the sake of humanity. This 
I know he will not do. 

“Five airplanes are seen at 3 p. 
m. They approach in battle for- 
mation; then they get in line, fly- 
ing low, and open fire with their 
machine guns. They drop bombs 
on Sandino’s army, which now is 
beginning to retreat. 

Bombing Planes Attack. 

“The explosions of several 
bombs are heard consecutively. It 
was as if hell broke loose—dquick 
explosions, then a heavy thunder- 
ing one—something indescribable. 
The bombardment lasts about 30 
minutes, 

“? p. m.—kEverything is quiet. 
All rush into the streets to con- 
gratulate Capt. Hatfield and Lieu- 
tenants Darnell and Bleisner and 
their brave men for their heroic 
defense. They are blackened with 
gunpowder from 17 hours of con- 
tinuous fighting. 

“On the Comandancia-floor I 
see a Marine dead—the only cas- 
ualty among the Americans. I go 
to the constabulary. There is one 
dead, only four wounded. 

“In the park and inside the 
houses are Sandino’s dead. In one 
place I count 21, and I have not 
looked around. 

“We regret the death of Senator 
Jose Maria Puaguaga, who was ac- 
cidentally killed by the constabu- 
lary while attempting to jump over 
the constabulary wall for refuge. 
Among non-combatants there were 
a few casualties—about six.” 

The authorities at  Ocotal are 
cleaning up the city, which has the 
appearance of a graveyard. Flocks 
of vultures descended upon the 
battlefield over which the bodies 
of Gen. Sandino’s men liay scat- 
tered. 

Sandino’s men succeeded in 
bringing down one American plane, 
but the aviators escaped safely and 
landed in Ocotal. The plane was 
piloted by Sergt. Albert S. Munsch. 
One bullet punctured the gas tank 
and another went through the 
pilot’s pistol holster. Sergt. 
Munsch was accompanied by Ma- 
rine Gunner Michael Wodarzcky.

Worth $5,000,000. 


The State inheritance tax on the 
estate of James Theodore Walker, 
wealthy young’ St. Louisan, who 
was killed ‘June 24 in an airplane 
crash near Pottsville, Pa., should be 
approximately $1,255,900, provided 
the estate amounts to $5,000.000, 
at which it has been estimated. A 
tax expert has figured the foregoing 
estimated tax and added that an 
additional $300,000 should be add- 
ed to the tax in the event the estate 
reaches a value of $6,000,000. 

Walker, who had just passed 2! 
years of age, received the estate 
shortly before his death. At that

The will, which leaves the prin- 
cipal part of the estate to Dr.

Cotton as a fiber is a good con- 


ductor of heat—that is, heat passes | 


through it readily. For coolness, 
however, you nust choose the thin, 
open, flat, smooth weaves among 
the cotton goods—those which in- 
close no air and permit a maximum 
of air circulation. Fabrics of this 
type are voile, batiste, organdie, 
lawn and dimity. These materials 
do not absorb great amounts of 
perspiration It is evaporated by 


the air directly from the skin, giv- | 


ing the sensation of coolness. 

You will avoid in hot weather 
the flat, firm, solid weaves such 
as heavy muslins, denim 
khaki. These fabrics are so dense 
that they -re impervious to air, and 
because of their smooth, hard sur- 
face the persviration is not ab- 
sorbed. This permits the body to 
be enveloped in a layer of dead, 
damp air. These impervious fab- 
rics are hot and very undesirable 
for summer and are never suitable 
for wear next to the skin. Don’t 
put long denim overalls and twill 
middies on the children on hot 
days.

MR. FORD AND THE PRESS. 


It was Mr. Ford’s feeling that he could add to his 
power and prestige by having a publication that led 
to the grotesque spectacle of the richest man in the 
world bowing his apologies this way and that, which 
illustrates the widespread prostitution of journalism 
to uses never dreamed for it by the men who made 
the press free and foresaw in it the guardian of our 
republican institutions. 

Unfortunately, that was not what Mr. Ford had in 
mind in establishing the publication which has 
brought him to his present abject plight, and more 
than that it is not what many other rich men have had 
in mind in making the press their own. He thought 
to use it for things that would have made the fathers 
of the free press, men like Voltaire, Milton and Jef- 
ferson, blush to think. Using it as a whip with 
which to scourge those whom he did not like, an 
abuse that after six years has brought him to his 
knees begging pardon, he was as far from the ideals 
of free journalism as some of the other rich publish- 
ers are. They belabor all those who would perpetu- 
ate the economic democracy of America, brand every 
dissenter from their debasement of American ideals 
as a radical and enemy of the country, and de- 
nounce as traitors all those who do not believe our 
country should, because it is able to do so, pillage the 
unfortunate little nations around the Caribbean. The 
country is full of them. They are no more publishers 
than Mr. Ford is. They are merely business poli- 
ticlans who can use the press in their business. AI- 
most every metropolitan newspaper in the country 
belongs to them and has long since ceased to sym- 
pathize with any popular cause. 

N-t every such publication is a Dearborn Inde- 
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is this sort of press, with its glittering wealth and 
its Gargantuan power, which is fast occupying the 
field set apart for the practice of a noble profession. 
The number of great liberal journals, or those owned 
Sy men who regard and conduct themselves as pub- 
lishers rather than propagandists, is steadily dimin- 
ishing. Indeed, we have become so accustomed to 
the opposite kind of press, which John Milton would 
have regarded with horror, and Thomas Jefferson 
had booted out of the country with all the fury of 
one inspired by freedom, that when Mr. Ford started 
his publication it occasioned among us not even a 
ripple of mild surprise. We had seen so many rich 
men who had either a grudge to fatten or a special 
privilege to defend start or buy up newspapers 
and magazines that there was nothing unusual in 
what Mr. Ford did. 

Perhaps it is fortunate that he did do it. Not all 
those who did, or who conceived this ill use of the 
press and its privileges, are so simple-minded as 
he is. They are quite willing to deny that the press 
differs from any other business, or that its responsi- 
bility is more than that of a 10-cent store, but they 
are possessed of a finesse which simulates respec- 
tability and a proper regard for social values.

THE COLUMBUS SQUARE MEETING. 

Long before the Felix Frankfurters and the Wil- 
liam G. Thompsons brought their fine talents and 
great influence to bear'in the Sacco-Vanzetti case, 
such demonstrations as the one witnessed in St. Louis 
last Sunday night were taking place. At Columbus 
Square 2500 workers and their wives gathered to af- 
firm their belief in the innocence of the two men and 
to protest against their execution. The meeting was 
spontaneous, affectionate, sincere, impressive. 

Since 1921, when Sacco and Vanzetti were sen- 
tenced to death, similar demonstrations have taken 
place throughout Europe and North and South Amer- 
ica. These demonstrations have focussed attention 
on this case. They have made it a cause celebre. 
Never since Zola wrote his astonishing tract, “J’Ac- 
cuse,” exposing the hideous aspects of the Dreyfus 
affaire, has there been enything like it. 

It is interesting that the scholarly researches into 
Frankfurter and 
others confirm the feeling (it could hardly have been 
more than that) that Sacco and Vanzetti’s humble 
sympathizers had from the beginning, namely, that 
the two men were persecuted because of their po- 
litical ideas. Is there any doubt where Sacco and 
Venzetti would be now if this feeling had not been 
so persistently and so passionately expressed? 

We are glad the workers of St. Louis have added 
their voice to the great chorus of protest which has 
startled and disturbed the world with the fear that, 
even in this age, men can be sent to death for their 
opinions. 
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NO STREET RAILWAY QUESTION. 

It is said in-defense of giving a new franchise to 
the speculators in United Railways securities that by 
so doing the city could settle “the street railway 
question.” 

Upon the contrary, that is the way to propound a 
street railway question. The question will be what 
to do with the surface lines, the status of which 
would be fixed for 30 years by the proposed fran- 
chise, when we took up subways.

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GETTING READY FOR THE AIR AGE. | 
The United States is getting ready for the age of | 
air. We now have 864 operating air ports and land- 
ing fields. This report is made by the Assistant Sec- | 
retary of Commerce, W. P. MacCracken, who has just 
completed a special survey of our facilities. Due 
to the impetus of the trans-Atlantic flights it is pre- 
dicted we shall have 1000 such terminals by the end 
of the year, 

The modern air port, it is explained, is an expen- 
sive and elaborate establishment. Lights, hangars, 
runways, with stations for servicing planes are in- 
dispensable facilities. The ports and fields listed in 
the Commerce Department’s census are so equipped. 
Special mention is made of Buffalo’s municipal air- 
port, which has cost more than $700,000, while Balti- 
more has authorized an investment of $1,500,000. 
The necessity for air ports, it will be recalled, was 
dwelt upon by Lindbergh on his return. He had 
been impressed with the French air port of Le Bour- 
get, as well as that of London, and with the informa- 
tion he had received of what other European coun-

Forests, he concludes, have 
never prevented and can consequently never be ex- 
pected to prevent, floods in large rivers in times of 
exceptional meteorological conditions.

AST spring the Game and Fish Depart- 

ment purchased 4000 Mexican Bob 
White quail which were imported and dis- 
fributed in various sections of our State. 
The open season for quail hunting begins 
Nov. 10 and lasts until Dec. 31. ‘The out- 
look for 51 days quail hunting is unusually 
bright this year and it is to be hoped that 
every sportsman will constitute himself a 
committee of one to closely observe the 
law and use his influence toward others 
doing the same thing, making arrests un- 
necessary. 

Shipments of bob-white quail from Mex- 
ico began the middle of February, since 
when over 70,000 have been imported, the 
largest numbers goin? to Oklahoma, Ala- 
bama, Illinois, Kentucky and Texas. Mis- 
souri and Georgia also received consider. 
able numbers. 

Bob-white quail from the higher altitudes 
of Mexico have been found to do well in 
this country, especially in the Middle and 
Southern States, freely interbreeding with 
the native quail. 

The importation of quail is in charge of 
the U. S. Bureau of Biological Survey and 
can only be done under permit.

Biography comes near crossing 
the shadowy borderland which sep- 
arates it from what is formaily 
known as history when Philip Gue- 
dalla is the chronicler.

figure, directing and shaping the 
events that formerly had been his 
master. The portrait of Queen 

Victoria is pleasantly like that 
drawn by Lytton Strachey, but the 
style of Guedalla is more incisive 
,and epigrammiatic than that of the 
older writer. 

The book is of lasting worth as 
substantial historica] research, con- 
taining as it does many newly dis- 
covered facts of the man known 
'for decades as “Cupid” to the car- 
toonists and rhymesters of Punch. 
But there is nothing of encyclo-
